of T rade Regulation. 


Chicago, June 17.— A more drastic 
anti-corner rule than ever has been in 
force here xvas adopted by the Chi­ 
cago board of trade by a vote of 348 
to 191. 
The rule is the outgrowth of 
the recent investigation by the board 
into the alleged manipulation of May 
wheat. 
The rule provides that in the event . 
of a default a committee appointed by 
the president shall determine as near 
as possible the real commercial value 
of the grain as a basis for settlement. 
As liquidated damages the seller also 
will pay the purchaser not less than 5 
per cent nor more than IO per cent 
of the value of the commodity as es 
tablished by the committee.
